New York, June 6.—[Special.]—-De- 
tails of the plan to develop a huge, 
unified, privately owned electrical sys- 
tem, capable of supplying the power 
needs of the entire country, are being 
worked out with the support of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manmufac- 
turing company. 

The need for such & system was out- 
lined before the. convention of the Na- 
tional Blectric Light association by 
Guy &.

The plan contemplates carefully di- 
rected extensions, by the efforts of ex- 
isting private companies, of present 
central stations and transmission lines.

Indiana Court Switt 
lis Trial. 


-Valparaiso, Ind., June 6,—Harry Dia- 
mond tonight was found guilty of the 
murder of his wife, Mrs. Nettie Dia- 
mond, and sentenced to death.

In America Ten Days.

Barbot has been in America ten 
days. The second day after he landed 
from the ocean liner Paris he was pre- 
pared to fly and did so on the third 
day. The fourth day he was sched- 
uled to fly to West Point. Motor trou- 
ble prevented. The next day he was 
to go again, but after he had started 
a terrific storm sent him back to

“After what we heard in the jurv 
room we are convinced that money 
was paid to Lundin-Thompson adher- 
ents in large sums for material of 
poor quality.” 

Important Record Missing. 


Frank Gleason, acting chief account- 
ant for the board of local improve- 
ments, gave the jury the first direct 
evidence of “extra payments” made 
by the city during the construction of 
the bridge. He also stated, it was said, 
that one of the important books kept 
by a field engineer in checking mate- 
rials put into the bridge is missing. 

Mr. Gleason testified, it was said, 
that the White Paving company re- 
ceived a check for $38,000 a few days 
after the work was started and that 
the Great Lakes Dredge and Dock com- 
pany was paid $28,000 about the same 
time. The two payments were carried 
on the books as “extra allowances,” 
which was interpretated as “ difference 
in cost of materials between the time 
the bids were let and the actual work 
started.” 

“There is nothing to show that the 
payments were justified,” Assistant At- 
torney General Charles M. Haft said. 
“ The increase in cost was not of such 
,& material nature as to warrant the 
extra charge. I believe it was some- 
thing more.”

DOOMING THE TWELVE 
HOUR DAY. 


Representatives of 60,000,000 persons, of all re 
ligious faiths in America, have publicly eondemned 
the recent report of the American Iron and Steel 
institute which declared the twelve hour day in the 
steel industry must be continued indefinitely. That 
condemnation must be looked upon by the directing 
officials of the steel industry as the handwriting on 
the wall, It dooms the twelve hour day, whether 
the industry likes it or not. 

The details of the statement of condemnation 
and the arguments against the twelve hour day 
need not be repeated at this time. They reveal] the 
fact that the social and spiritual leaders of half 
the residents of the United States are tnalterably 
opposed to such treatment of labor.

The case of Jeremiah McSherry, chief engineer 
of the Worcester building, convicted of violating 
the anti-smoke ordinance, appears to us to deserve 
wider reporting than in the health department 
weekly bulletin, through which it comes te our 
It especially deserves the attention of | 
janitors and engineers, as well as property owners 
who employ such men. 

Jerry McSherry, it seems, was warned repeatedly 
by smoke inspectors to abate the clouds of soot 
ascending from his chimney. Instead of complying 
with the warning he resented it, and even told the 
inspector where he could find a place presumably 
much more smoky. He was arrested and convicted 
before Judge O’Connell, who said: “I wish to make 
this comment for the guidance of Mr. McSherry 
and of others in a similar position, that the liability 
for the emission of dense smoke constituting a vio- 
lation of the city ordinance rests upon him, the 
engineer or fireman, as well as upon the owner or 
agent of the building. 

“The present campaign is being conducted for 
the purpose of eliminating smoke nuisances and is 
based upon most altruistic motives. It has in view 
the conservation of the health of the community, 
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isting in Chicago, and who has observed how in 
recent years the air has been polluted by poisonous 
gases emitted from increasing numbers of smoke- 
stacks, ‘will agree that the campaign deserves the 
fullest measure of support. 

“Fifty dollars and costs.” 

That is sound advice and should be effective judg- 
ment for Jerry McSherry and all his kind.

“The suggestion was made at 
the hearing of the subcommittee 
on the racing bill that, perhaps, it 
might be the opinion of your com- 
mittee that the state should not 
participate in any profits from 
horse racing. The gentlemen with 
whom I am associated in promot- 
ing the Chicago Washington Park 
club are riot interested in making 
a profit out of horse racing, and 
it is not expected that the officers 
of the club will receive salaries.
